ro fauour thoſe that yndercake the defence thereof : all 
which in deede do make this fir{t faction to ſeeme the grea- 
reſt at this time, albeit thatin troth it neither is, neither can 
ſo continue.

weakeſt. Itis true : albeit it ſeemeth otherwiſe, yet itis fo,

and contrariwilſe, that he is the man againſt whome euerie- 
man dare molt ſafely and eaſcly vndertake what they litt.He 
I fay hath taken ſuch a courſe that now he hath nothing lefe 
wherewith to detaine the mindes of his ſubieRs in his obe-. 
dience, ſauing onely the auncient regarde that they have of 
their kings, together with the cuſtome of the realme; which: 
in truth are- moſt mightie meanes in a peaceable eſtate, and 
yet ſuch a ciuill warre of foure yeares continuance onely, is. 
able as eaſlely to ſubuert it, as heretofore it hath don in ſhor- 
ter ſpace at Remeandall other places where it hath lighted: 
for 1t ſpringeth .onely of a contempt and diſdaine of the 
Prince,which are contraric both to duetie and maicttic, And:

example among our owne kings : It is ſaid, that the mighrie 
king Francis , this mans grandfather, being weake & ficklie, 
was in the beginning of Afayin his lalt yeare,at his Callle of: 
Fontainebleau, where his ſicknes on a time ſoecncreaſed; that 
he was thought to bee dead, or notlike long to line: So-: 
dainely all the Court came running to the Dolphin Henrie, 
who for the like gelouſic of ſucceſlion durſt not in fixe or; 
ſeuen yeares come neere his father:cuery one ranne ta wore. 
ſhip this new ſonne , ſo as almoſt no man of account tarried' 
about the king. Well, the king for that time recouered,and: 
ypon the Aſcention day ( a verie ſolemne feſtiuall daie in 
France) beeing ſomewhat caſed of his fickneſle, this olde: 
Prince ariſeth, deckerh yp himſelfe,cometh out of his cham=«: 
ber, painteth his haire & his face,to hide hisage & ſickneſſe,: 
appeareth himſelfe in youthfull attire, and in this arraie co; 
meth forth to proceſſion, wherein himſelfe carrieth the Ci. 
nop1: ouer their Corpus Dominz,and at his returne vſcth theſe 
ſpeeches, 1 willſcarre them once yet ere f die, Tt prooued true, 
the caſe was altered > for ſoſoone as the kings recouerie was: 
bruted abroade, all the courtiers camedroppingin by one, 
and by one in great feare, and the Dolphin yet once againe, 
while his turne came, remained as ſolitarie as his father had? 
done. This it was to be a king : yea, this it was to-be feared.. 
How manielandes be there yetinthe worlde, wherein it js- 
_ death to enquire who may pretend amvertitle ta the Crowne: 
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doo couet to leaue moſt 
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© dic . His faint heart and: the libertie ro offende, haue 
brought all to that paſſe, that at this day a Frenchman may 
as bouldLc as a Spaniard ſay, / am not onthekings fiae: where- 
as thirtie yeare agoe, ſuch a word had beene blaſphemie,yea 
euen particide. Finally, his want of courage is ſo diſhono- 
rable, that my ſelfe being in a forraine lande inthe pre- 
ſence of a mightie Prince confederate with the Crowne of 
France, where there was ſome ſpeech of our eſtate, did heare 
one dicourſing thereof, vic theſe words. T bat our King ſtoode 
but as an o m Ciphre, which of it ſelfe can doo nothing, but 
being added ro anie other number, encreaſetii the value 
thereof, I heard ir, and with great griefe bluſhed' thereat;: 
cuen for the fhame of our, Nation, aibeit the diuifions of 
our Realme which force vs to extraordinarie remedies had 
carried me thither for an-other purpole then the particular 
ſeruice thereof, neither was that ſpeech any hinderance to 
the matter thatI came abour. Thirdly, he cannot aſſure him 
ſelfe of any of thofe whom he thinketh to be on his fade: for 
they are daunted, becauſe they ſee him quailed : T hey dare 
not fixe themſelues about him , becauſe rhey ſee him totter. 
They dare not earneſtly oppoſe them fſelues againſt thoſe 
that. warre againſt him, becauſe they fee him ſuffer 1t,and yet 
ſcarſe'ſo bolde as to complaine. In this ſort are all his 
Counſatic, all his townes, and all his ſubie&es growne into 
fictions: AndI do verelie beleeue that among all thoſe that 
are about his perſon, hee percciueth none, except ſome one 
or two that are his owne creatures, that hee dare afluredlic 
' truſt: as hauing ſome other particular meaning then he, or 
taking part with ſome one or otherof his enemies. For ſo 
ſoone as a king ſeemeth to feare any one within his Realme, 
or to miſtruſt that an other may bee greater than himſelfe, 
His Maizitic is gone, he is no bodie, euery man hath recourſe 
totheother, Albeitwe can notbe free, yet will we have but

preſcribe : he hath offered ut, yea cuen fince the laſt commo« 
tions, notwithſianding in allthis warte he hath bad a thou. 
{and & a thouſand occaſions to prooucthathe is nor truſt 
any but God and:his ſword,I haue allo very. greatreaſonsto | 
tearmethis as yet the (vreſt, Firſt his perſon isa great helpe: & 
for-his enimies hauc done him that fauour- to teach him EL f 


bee aCaptaine. And ſurely ſo hecis, yeaſuch.a oneasmay © 
compare with the mighyieſt rhat.cuer was, and albeitithath 
coſt himfomewhart; yet hath his 2pprentihippe colt. them 
more ; his partakers are more ſtedtalt, they regard none bur: 
hin,and-axeretained by the dutie of conſcience, which hath: 
ynited them togicher , cither for religion , or becaufe they 
find themiſchies entred intoa iuſt cauſe: hauinghad a better 
proofe of his pzrtakers, hee cannot feare any greater brunts 
then he hath already borne,, neither can his enimiespraQiſe: 
any novelties againſt him : Andif this thirde fide had cou- 
ragiouſſy aſlzled the other two, as they both have done it, 
they had bin better ſhaken then-thisis, Moreouer he hath at= 2 - 
chiened right of naturallſucceſsion-to this realme,whichno- 
particular perſon doth any way.challeng againit him: ſo that 
albeit all France were agreed to take from him the crowne 
when it ſhould fal,yet could ther be none thatought to have: 
itin his ſtead: for it is a great aduantage to haue no certaine 
aduerfarie. Theſe yndoubted;2opes do purchaſe him manie: 


ſeruants. 
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feruants, and retaine him manie more, where in the means 
time many mens mindes, whoare loath to (ce the alteration 
of the auncient forme ot their common wealth : being aſſu- 
red that it cannot bee compaſied without violence, are glad 
roreſtvppon him, who comming in by the ordinarie gate 
needeth not to make any breach. ' 

This-is at this'day the order thatis inthe diſorders of the 
Realme of Frapce: Theſe are the principall tations alreadie 
ordered and framed, Others there be that haue no ſet facti- 


i400, but ſofarre as may ſtande withthe commoditie of their 


affaires, leaning to one of the three, they come in a croffe,ha- 
ving ſcuerall purpoſes agreeing with the others,as concer- 
ning the beginnings,though to other endes, Of theſe there 
are the Q.Mother, the K. of Sparre, the dukes of Lorraine and 
Saxoy. Theſe doo very well agree in ſetting forward the diui- 
ſions ofthe Realme;,to the end to diſpoſleile the King of Naw 
*arre, with the Princes of the blood, but not in the pitiri- 
on.No.Each one coueteth the whole or at the lealt the grea- 
reſt part, Other Catholike Princes there beeof the houfe of 
Bourbon that remaine with the king & in deed take his parte, 
as being vnited in religion , whichis the onely ſeparation of 
the king of 7 awarre, yet will neuerproceed fo farre, as to 
conſent to the aduauncing of the houſe of Lorraine or Guize, 
before their owne : and in thatcaſe will-rather ſupport their 
elder, the king of I ««arre, as the head of their houſe, Theſe 
beare great {way in France: For were the K.of Nawarreaway, 
the ſucceſsion of the Crowne ſhould light vppon ſome one 
of them : which is alſo a great hinderance to the D,of GuJes 
urpoles, | | 
Beſides all theſe confuſed and yet ſeuerall diuifions, wher- 
to our miſhaps do ſeeme (as I hane ſaid) to haue already gi- 
uen ſome ſhape and rule, enerie of theſe partakers hath his 
particular intent and proceedings, 
The Duke of Guize with thoſe which truely acknowledge 
none of the league in France but him , haue this intent and 
principall ſcope, to feiſe ypon the eſtate, either whollyorin 
part: a councell which by inheritance his vncle the late Car- 
dinal of Lorraine hath engrafted in their familie. This Prince, 
the ſole author ofour broilesHad a father and ar-vncle both

He deceaſed leauing/ Ef 
this in maner a child vnder tuition of the Cardinall his-bro< | 
ther:from whom, euen with his Milke he ſucked the ſcedes i 
of his domelticall ambition, which this yoong;Eagles birde J 
did fo well diſgelt,that in ſhort ſpace all men mighrperceiue 
thatthe leaſtpart in him was preater then hisfathers loines: 
To ſay the truth, thereare manie-good partes bred in him, 
fit for great purpoſes, and for my part I alwaies tooke this 
mans birth ro be farall , and as1t were aceftaine token thar 
God purpoſed the alteration of. ſomewhat in-onrcountries 
He onelie is the whole league :;the reft of his houſe are:not 
equall with him ::yea, they all togither ate notable to pe

VVE had enough to do to ſtrengthen ourſclues againſt 
| the fleights daily framed againit ys,wherby rq ſecke 
| fome colour not to paſſe-1nto Gryenne againſt the 

| heretikes: we went to ſatiſfic the king about his garriſons in 
Picardie , and albeitthis regiment had not taken the coun- 
rercourſe, but to refreſh ancient enmities,and to {ecke newe 
contritions, yer did we force our friends for one moneth,yn- 
wm ws ſuffer the forces of Eſpernon ouer their heades, 
whe afreſhfor the greater hinderance, the ſaid Eſpernor went 
£0 ſceke ſome brawle in Normandie,and there had he foundir 
veric hot, had not we,vpon a deſire to ſce the war againſt the 
herecikes proceede,husbanded his affaires and procured our 
friends.to refraine, and not to hinder, cr in any wiſe to mo- 
leſt him, All this notwithitanding, the more to entangle vs 
as wel through theſe ſuperfluous garriſons and loſt iournies 
asalſo for the vtter breaking of the courſe of rhis warre,and 
turning it againſt vs, they framed vsa match toour honor, 
ſpreading abroade diuers rumors; whereby to cauſe ys to be 
morefeared then the herettkes<themſclues : as that wee de- 
lighted in a mallſacre at Paris : That we purpoſed to ſeiſe vpon the 
eng perſon - T bat \ve meant to ſacks the towpne,and ſo to leanie come 
wherewith to make Warre agamſt nhom we lift, with'maniec other 
like impreſsions which they beate into his maicſties heade 
with the beſt colours that they coulde, ſo to make them the 
morereceiueable,This was their laſt leight,whichallo driue 
«8 into-'greatelt diſpaire', canſidering that the king wor 
adour 
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_ ordered;T being a fleepeinmy lodging'withſo ſmallacony 
panie {for my traine, Lots yet come from Soifſons)as {30d 
ould, while they were diſtributing their forces intoſa:ma+ 
nic places, Thad leaſure to be aduertifed thereof; and ſundry 
Gentlemen my friends ; being at Pavwabout their affairgs, 
came rnto me : but eſpceially God myraculouſlipſtirred:yp 
all the people with 'one Conſent to-runne-to-armes and 
without any conference together, 'beting aſfuredof my pres» 
ſence, and through ſome order which ſuddenlie'T/tooke 
among them, of themſelues they went about to:accom- 
modace their affaires ; & on cuery fidetofortitic themſelues 
within tenne paces of the forreinepower,and thatiwith ſuch. 
xeadines and ychemencie, that in lefle than twohoures:they 
warned the ſaid troopes preſently to retire out ofthe towne 
and ſuburbes. Hereupon alſo abourtthe ſame time itchan- 
cedin ſome quarter aSwitzerto wound a townſman, wher-- 
upon the towneſmen fellvpon the Switzers that were there, 
of whome they ſlew ſome twelue or fifteene, wounded ſome: 
twentic or fiue and twentie, and ynarmed thereſt. Inano- 
ther place ſome companies of the kinges guardes.were alſo: 
xnarmed &caſtinto He houſes, where with their Captaines 
they were forced toſhnt ypthemſclues, Hereappon I mar- 
ched through the towne,and at my firſt commin gniend 
pine hundred Switzers priſoners, and ſundry of tlic ſouldicrs. 
of the guard, whome I cauted'to. be ſafely conueyed to:the- 
Lowre, This day(all thinges ſhining with-the infallible pra- 
tection of God)being come toanend,I went through al the- 
_ reetes yncill two houres after midnight , praying , entrea- 
ting and threatning the people, ſo.thatthrough Gods grace 
there enſued neither murther, maſſacre, pilferie, or lofle of 
one pennie, or of any one droppe of bloudouerand aboue- 
the aforeſaid, albeit the people wereextreemelyenuenimed, 
as knowing ( ſaid —_— that there were twentic'gibets rea- 
die together with ſundrie ſchaffalds,and that they had ſeene 
the executioners of high Iuſtice ready toputto deatha hun- 
dred or fixe ſcore perſons, whom they named; and I had ra- 
ther you ſhould imagine then Iwrite downe; I can not con- 
ccale the great contentation thatthis woonderfull grace of 
God bredde in mee. Firlt, fo#thatI fee my hand fo Gone 
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freed from theſe ſuſpitions of ſacke and maſſactewhichk he "" 
had endeuored to perſwade {o manie good men of » for fith 
I was able toperforme it and yet ſo happely kept ir from be- 
ing knowne, I thereby ſtopped all my enimies mouthes. Se- 
condly, becauſeI gaue ſufficient proofe of my zcale to my- 
kings ſeruice, and how in that I procured the dolivarie cuen- 
of the weapons which had beene borne againſt my ſelfe, to-- 
gither with their fifes and droms, the reconducting of the- 
priſoners, the returning of their enſignes, and the dcliuerie 
of the beſieged, & ſo declined inno1ot from the due reſpe&: 
in matter where the moſt conſtant might have loſt it. Then- 
laboured they ſo much that they perſwaded the king to de- 

art, foure and twentie houres after that might ( if Thad: 
Fil haue ſtaied-him., but God forbid that Tſheuld ſo much- 
as haue dreamed thereof, Since his departure his Maieſtie 
hath had ſome other counſaile and bitterneſſe. Ttooke into. 
my handes the erſenall,che Baftile and other the ſtrong pla- 
ces,and procured the coffers of his exchekerto be ſealed vp,. 
to the end to conſigne the whole into his Maieſties handes 
when he ſhall be at peace, as wee hope to-yeeld him through: 
our prayers to God,and the interceſsion of his holineſſe and: 
all Chriſtian Princes, and in reſpe&tof this notable and net 
common proofe of fidelitie which it hath pleaſed him to- 
commir into my handes, Otherwiſe, if this miſchicfe conti- 
nue, Ihope by the ſame meanes to preſcrue both thereligi-. - 
on and the Catholikes , and to ſet them free from the perle.. 
cution which the hereztkes confederates that are. about the- 
king did preparcefor them, 
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
